Be Free to Liocal Consumers, Supt. Stanger Says

completed by or about June 1,
the M. W. D. board states, and
in the course' of tests the Dis-
trict will be able to give rtgular
delivery of soft and: filtered
water without charge.

It is further pointed out that
the water to bé delivered will
be softened to a degrec of ap-
proximately 85 'parts per mil-
lion, or about.five grains per
gallon and will be filtered crys-
tal clear. Torrance municipal
water has a hardness of about
eight grains per.gallon and the
only city serving filtered water
in the Southland is Beverly Hills/

Costs are Conipared

In its letter, the District board
announces that the Colorade
River aqueduct system will be
placed on an operating basis on
August 1. Thereafter, it is
stated, water “deliveries will be
made to District’ cities in such
quantities as may "be required
at the rate of $16 per acre foot,
@ 'rate.equivalent to 8.5 .cents
per 100 cubic feet.

Superintendent Stanger said
that the $16 per acre 'foot is
“about $5 more than our :local
production cost” while the mu-
nicipal system rate is.“approxi-
mately ‘two cents per 100 cubic
feet.” The domestic rate charged
consumers, which includes ope-
rating and bond retirement costs
in addition to the production
item, is 12.5 cents per 100 cubic
feet. 3

Torrance’s municipal system
has been linked with the M. W.
D. mains at' 50 feet north of
208rd st. and Crenshaw' blvd.
for several weeks. The cost, of
this  hookup, $8,700, was ab-
sorbed by the municipal system,
Stanger said. He believes Tor-
rance is‘the only city hooked up
with the M. W. D, lines at the
present time.
